I.  — The  Institution  shall  be  called  the  WHITCHURCH 
COTTAGE  HOSPITAL  and  DISPENSARY. 

II.  — Its  objects  shall  be  the  treatment  in  +-he  Hospital 
of  cases  of  disease  and  accident  among  the  poor  and 
others,  which  cannot  be  efficiently  treated  in  their  own 
homes.  All  patients  must  be  resident  within  eight  miles 
of  the  Hospital. 

III.  — The  property  of  the  Hospital  shall  be  conveyed 
to  and  vested  in  not  more  than  seven  nor  less  than  three 
Trustees.  In  case  of  any  vacancy  in  the  Trust  it  shall 
be  filled  up  at  a  General  Meeting  of  the  Subscribers. 

IV.  — The  Institution  shall  be  managed  by  a  Committee 
who  shall  have  full  control  over  its  affairs,  including  the 
appointment  of  Sub-Committees  (with  all  or  any  of  the 
powers  of  the  Committee)  the  making  of  Bye-Laws  and 
the  appointment  of  Nurses.  The  Committee  shall 
consist  of  not  more  than  twenty-one  persons,  to 
be  appointed  at  a  General  Meeting  of  Subscribers,  and 
of  the  Medical  Officers,  Secretary,  Treasurer  and  Trus¬ 
tees.  One  third  of  the  members  of  the  Committee  shall 
retire  at  eacT  Annual  General  Meeting  by  rotation,  but 
shall  be  eligible  for  re-election.  Three  members  of  the 
Committee  shall  form  a  quorum.  The  domestic  arrange¬ 
ments  shall  be  under  the  management  and  supervision 
of  a  Sub-Committee  of  Ladies.  The  Secretary  may  at 
any  time  call  meetings  of  the  Committee.  In  case  of  a 
casual  vacancy  occurring  in  the  Membership  of  the 
Committee,  the  same  may  be  filled  by  the  Committee 
itself,  the  person  so  appointed  serving  for  the  unex¬ 
pired  term  of  the  member  replaced. 

Y. — There  shall  be  an  Hon.  Auditor,  also  an  Hon.. 
Treasurer  of  the  Institution,  both  of  whom  shall  be  ap¬ 
pointed  at  a  General  Meeting  of  the  Subscribers  and 
shall  vacate  their  offices  at  the  Annual  General  Meet¬ 
ing.  A  Secretary  shall  be  appointed  by  the  General 
Committee. 

VI.  — Every  registered  medical  man  in  bona  fide  prac¬ 
tice  residing  within  the  parish  of  Whitchurch  shall  be 

invited  to  be  an  Honorary  Surgeon  of  thr  Institution. 

VII.  — Patients  will  be  admitted  by  the  Committee  and 
must  bring  with  them  a  recommendation,  signed  by  a 
subscriber,  and  countersigned  by  a  Medical  man.  In 
cases  of  accident  or  immediate  urgency  no  recommenda¬ 
tion  is  required.  No  person  suffering  from  any  Infect¬ 
ious  Disease,  Phthisis,  Epilepsy  or  any  form  of  Mental 
Derangement  shall  be  admitted.  Chronic  cases  will  be 
admitted  only  at  the  discretion  of  the  Commit+ee. 
Patients  will  be  admitted  for  one  month.  The  necessity 
for  a  longer  stay  to  be  certified  by  the  Medical  Office* 
in  charge.

VIII.  — Each  patient  shall  pay  a  weekly  sum  towards 
the  Hospital  expenses,  the  amount  of  which  shall  be 
fixed  by  the  Committee  in  proportion  to  the  circum¬ 
stances  of  each  case. 

IX.  — The  financial  year  shall  end  on  December  31st, 
at  which  date  a  Statement  of  Accounts  shall  be  pre¬ 
pared.

JNNUAL  TIE  PORT 


The  Annual  General  Meeting  of  the  Whitchurch  Cottage  Hospital 
was  held  at  the  Hospital  on  Wednesday,  April  23rd,  Mr.  R.  J.  Eccleston 
presiding,  supported  by  Mr.  J.  D.  Patrick,  vice-chairman;  Miss  E.  Evans, 
matron,  and  Mr.  Edward  South,  secretary.  Apologies  for  absence  were 
received  from  Mrs.  Black,  Mrs.  Corser,  Mrs.  Thompson  and  Mr.  G.  W. 
Bristow. 

The  secretary  read  the  Report  of  the  Committee  on  behalf  of  the 

Chairman  as  follows: — 

LADIES  AND  GENTLEMEN, 

The  Committee  have  pleasure  in  presenting  the  60th  Annual  Report 
of  the  Hospital,  which  was  erected  in  1886  and  has  now  reached  its  Jubilee 
year.  The  services  of  the  Hospital  have  been  much  extended  and  the 
Accounts  show  a  great  improvement  over  the  year  1945. 

The  additional  number  of  65  patients  admitted,  making  a  total  of 
240,  and  an  increase  of  108  operations  to  a  total  of  315  will  immediately 
give  some  idea  of  the  extra  work  which  has  been  carried  out.  Fortunately 
we  have  retained  a  very  happy  Staff  throughout  the  year  and  the  Com¬ 
mittee  acknowledges  with  gratittude  the  response  of  the  Matron  and 
her  Staff  to  the  calls  made  upon  them  and  also  the  continued  good  work 
of  the  Medical  Staff. 

Out-patients  have  also  increased  to  222  compared  with  132  in  the 
previous  year,  and  a  number  of  these  have  been  Dental  cases,  for  which 
every  facility  has  been  provided  and  appreciated  by  the  Dental  Surgeons. 
We  have  recently  added  the  names  of  Mr.  McKinnel  and  Mr.  Moore 
to  the  practising  Dentists. 

The  X-ray  cont  nues  its  excellent  service  as  shown  in  the  number 
of  232  cases  in  this  department  against  97  last  year. 

Improvements  have  been  made  in  all  branches  of  the  equipment 
and  the  response  to  appeals  has  been  so  generous  that  we  have  been  able 
to  spend  £850  during  the  year  on  alterations  to  accommodation;  additions 
to  surgical  and  nursing  apparatus  and  to  domestic  appliances,  apart 
from  meeting  current  expenditure  on  maintenance  and  renewals.  We 
are  again  mamly  indebted  to  Mr.  Eccleston  ror  his  efforts  in  obtaining 
the  necessary  funds  which  have  made  many  of  the  improvements  pas¬ 
s'  ble  and  have  enabled  the  Committee  to  continue  its  policy  of  making 
the  Hospital  one  of  the  most  modern  in  relation  to  its  size  and  the 
population  it  serves.  It  will  be  of  interest  to  many  to  hear  that  we 
received  a  handsome  gift  of  £50  from  Mr.  Joseph  T.  Dickin,  now  residing 
in  Auckland,  New  Zealand,  as  a  token  of  appreciation  of  services  to  him 
as  a  pat’ent  45  years  ago.  We  also  record  our  grateful  appreciation  of 
the  generous  help  received  from  the  public  and  all  local  organ’’ sat  ons, 
and  we  cordially  invite  visits  of  inspection  by  any  who  may  be  interested 


In  their  own  local  Hospital.  It  should  also  be  here  mentioned  that  the 
Justices  have  nominated  this  Charity  to  be  the  recipients  of  the  proceeds 
of  Sunday  openings  of  the  Palladium  Cinema,  and  this  very  welcome 
gesture  has  introduced  a  new  and  regular  source  of  income  by  which  we 
have  benefitted  to  the  extent  of  £197  12s.  Od.  in  the  year  1946.  As  this 
report  covers  that  year  only  we  would  add  that  we  are  already  committed 
to  some  further  £500  for  other  additional  equipment  and  particularly  for 
interior  and  exterior  painting  in  1947.  It  has  not  been  possible  to  have 
the  latter  work  done  for  many  years. 

An  examination  of  the  Accounts  will  give  full  details  of  the  various 
items  of  Income  and  Expenditure.  The  main  increases  are  in  the 
headings  of  Provisions  and  Salaries — which  will  be  understood  in  the 
light  of  the  general  report.  On  the  other  hand,  Income  has  more  than 
correspondingly  increased  with  the  result  that  the  deficit  at  the  close 
of  the  year  has  amounted  to  £139.  The  Capital  Account  has  had  the 
addition  of  one  legacy  of  £50,  and,  altogether,  we  are  gratified'  at  the 
sound  financial  position  we  are  in  on  this  Jubilee  occasion. 

The  Report  was  formally  adopted,  but  the  Accounts  were  referred 
back  to  the  Committee  for  consideration  of  the  position  respecting  the 
Capital  Investments. 

At  the  adjourned  Annual  Meeting  held  on  7th  July  the  Accounts 
were  adopted  on  the  proposition  of  Colonel  Godsal,  seconded  by  Mr. 
R.  B.  Jones,  and  carried. 

COMMITTEE 

The  retiring  members  of  the  committee  were  re-elected  as  follows: 
Mr.  R.  J.  Eccleston,  Mrs.  Corser  and  Mrs.  W.  Harold  Smith. 

The  chairman  said  that  their  grateful  thanks  were  due  to  Mrs. 
Hugh  Manley,  who  was  leaving  the  district,  for  the  work  that  she  had 
done  during  the  time  she  had  served  as  a  member  of  the  committee. 
She  had  assisted  a  great  deal  with  various  efforts  on  behalf  of  the 
hospital  and  had  been  very  generous  in  a  great  many  respects. 

Mr.  Eccleston  went  on  to  express  thanks  also  to  the  treasurer, 
Mr.  J.  E.  J.  Mason,  for  his  work  during  the  past  year.  He  had  been 
very  helpful  in  every  way  and  his  interest  was  in  the  welfare1  of  the 
hospital.  He  also  spoke  with  appreciation  of  the  work  accomplished 
by  the  committee  during  the  year. 

The  treasurer  was  unanimously  re-elected. 

Mr.  J.  D.  Patrick  moved  a  vote  of  thanks  to  Mr.  G.  W.  Bristow 
for  his  services  as  auditor.  Mr.  Bristow  was  a  man  of  the  most  undoubted 
integrity  and  had  carried  out  his  task  with  care  and  precision. 

In  proposing  thanks  to  the  medical  staff,  Major  R.  Lambert  said 
there  had  been  an  increasing  number  of  operations  and  therefore  more 
medical  work  had  been  involved.  They  had  every  confidence  in  their  staff 
to  whom  deep  gratitude  was  due. 

Thanks  to  the  Matron,  nursing  staff  and  domestic  staff  was 
accorded  by  Mr.  R.  J.  Eccleston.  He  could  speak  with  every  confidence 
with  regard  to  the  excellent  work  that  they  had  done.  They  had  always 
been  found  very  cheerful  and  willing  and  anxious  to  do  all  they  possibly 


could.  The  work  that  the  hospital  had  done  during  the  past  12  months 
spoke  volumes  for  the  duties  that  had  been  carried  out  by  both  the 
nursing  and  domestic  states.  They  highly  appreciated  the  work  of  the 
Matron,  who  had  displayed  a  very  keen  interest  in  all  she  had  been 
called  upon  to  do  on  behalf  of  the  hospital. 

Miss  Vawdrey  seconded  the  motion. 

Mr.  R.  B.  Jones  said  that  in  expressing  thanks  to  the  chairman 
he  derived  a  great  honour.  Mr.  Eccleston  had  worked  year  after  year 
on  behalf  of  the  Cottage  Hospital,  and  had  been  responsible 
for  efforts  that  had  brought  in  a  substantial  sum  of  money.  Through 
his  efforts  many  great  improvements  had  been  brought  about.  He  had 
certainly  been  the  backbone  of  the  support  to  the  hospital  for  a  consider¬ 
able  number  of  years,  and  always  had  its  interest  at  heart. 

The  motion  was  seconded  by  Mrs.  Lambert. 

Mr.  Eccleston  suitably  replied,  and  said  that  what  he  had  been 
able  to  do,  he  had  done  with  the  greatest  of  pleasure.  He  expressed 
the  wish  that  the  town  should  be  proud  of  the  services  of  its  Hospital, 
and  looking  at  it  in  this  light  he  was  only  too  pleased  to  put  every  effort 
into  the  work  on  its  behalf.
